IT COULD HAPPEN 
lf the nation this year should come face to face with its 
moat awesome decision, it will do so with a minimum of pre­ 
paration for civilian survival. Whatever the chances that the 
ultimate can be avoided, one can no longer shrug oft the possi­ 
bility that it will not be avoided. To protect at leasi part of 
the population, shelter proposals were put forward by Gover­ 
nor Rockefeller in New York and, earlier, by the 
Gaither 
Committee. The proposals have been shelved. Civil Defense 
effort* have been just large enough to make everyone realize 
that they amount lo nothing. 
The objections that have been raised against a shelter pro­ 
gram are unconvincing. The most commonly heard objection 
is that it would be useless. This is characteristically put for­ 
ward by the very people who are most ready to believe that 
nuclear war is inevitable and who generally bemoan the state 
of the world. The Russians believe that they can survive such 
a war. If they should lose 40 million |)eople, the war would 
be less than twice as bad for them as World War ll. They 
even appear to believe that the war might last as long as 
its predecessor. 
There is probably no practical defense against nuclear 
blast. Little can therefore be done for the big cities and other 
primary targets. But it is absurd to believe that every corner 
of this enormous country is going to be hopelessly blanketed 
by long-lasting fallout. If a fallout shelter program saved 
only a few million additional people, how much would it be 
worth? When one reckons the large sums spent each year 
to insure life, limb and property against far less likely haz­ 
ards, a program even of the very modest effectiveness be­ 
comes completely rational 
The experts say that for a given sum of money, more ef­ 
fective protection could be bought by hardening the Nation's 
second strike capability. This may be so, but the issue ta 
not a shelter program wholly financed by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment. A good voluntary program could l»e financed very 
largely by individuals, if the Government were to give the 
lead and perhaps to furnish loan insurance and some tax 
subsidies. More than half of the Nation’s families live in their 
own homes. For the price of a new car, and often much less, 
these families could build basement shelters that would pro­ 
tect them against moderate fallout. 
A voluntary program, financed largely by private home­ 
owners, would overcome the objection that the Federal Gov­ 
ernment cannot do anything for anybody because it can 
neither saye the big cities nor obviously write them off. But 
without strong Government leadership, such a voluntary pro­ 
gram stands on chance. Anyone today can write to Washing­ 
ton and by return mail get a well designed blueprint for 
any kind of shelter he wants to build, If his neighbors see 
him building it, in their present state of mind, they will ridi­ 
cule him. If it ever becomes necessary to use the shelter the 
same neighbors will mob the shelter entrance. This kind of 
program is feasible only if many people go into it, A strong 
Government push is essential.

What the Russians want is all 
the information they can get on

and electronics. 
These 
are the 
main 
targets. 
Also 
information 
concerning 
“ secret

If the Soviet underground ap­ 
paratus should succeed in gather­ 
ing such data in Europe, it would 
lead the Moscow intelligence peo­ 
ple directly to our own secret pro­ 
duction installations, for we work 
closely with our allies 
So it isn’t merely a cloak and 
dagger search for a death ray 
we may have closeted somewhere. 
If the enemy knows wliat we’re 
makuig, or in what direction our 


secret basic research and devel­ 
opment 
is 
going, 
they’ll 
know 
what our basic strategy will be. 
And since so many firms back 
home are doing business with the 
Bloc countries and are exchang­ 
ing pleasant visits across the sea 
with Bloc businessmen, I thought 
you folks back home would like to 
know 
what German Intelligence 
has discovered: 
AH Czezchoslovakian “business­ 
men” are given precise instruc­ 
tions in writing before they leave 
their country for Germany, France 
or the U.S., for that matter. 
Each Soviet bloc buying agent, 
commission member must file a 
“travel 
report” on

return. 
This goes into a vast global black­ 
mail

Both pieces of

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The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Gherman Ti­ 
tov’s 25-hour spin through space 
has convinced the most stubborn 
skeptics 
in 
the 
Pentagon 
that 
Russia has pulled 
far ahead of 
the United States in space tech­ 
nology. 
Every communique that Titov 
delivered from 
on high or 
the 
Kremlin issued from below was 
confirmed by our own satellite 
trackers who easily timed in on 
the Cosmonaut’s 
pulse, 
respira­ 
tion, and other reactions. 
Only the TV views cf Titov in 
flight, 
apparently 
triggered 
to 
transmit over Russia alone, could 
not be intercepted. 
From the telemeter tapes and 
intelligence 
reports, 
here 
are 
some alarming facts: 
. . . The Russians brought the 
space craft down, after it had 
whirled around the world 17 times

Judge Craig Delivers General 
Charge to Members of Grand 
Jury at Benton This Morning 


As is customary at the swear­ 
ing in of all grand juries, a gen­ 
eral charge was given the grand 
jurors by Judge Marshall Craig in 
circuit court at Benton this morn­ 
ing. This general charge points out 
no specific instances of suspected 
law violations to be investigated 
but covers a wide field. The text 
of Judge Craig’s general charge is 
as follows: 
Members of the Grand Jury: 
This Grand Jury has been call­ 
ed in accordance with the provi­ 
sions of the laws of the State of 
Missouri, particularly Chapter 540, 
Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1959, 
which Chapter you should read at 
the outset of your deliberations. 
Yours is a sacred and solemn 
duty, not only to yourselves and to 
I he court, but to the Citizens of 
this County and the State as a 
whole. The sysem of the use of 
Grand Juries is of ancient Com­ 
mon Law origin, and is widely us­ 
ed as an institution of Justice: de­ 
signed as a means of bringing to 
trial persons found by that body 
to have violated the laws of the 
Slate, and also as a means of pro­ 
tecting citizens from unfounded ac­ 
cusations. either from official* or 
prompted by partisan passion or 
private enmity. 
Thi* Grand Jury is an arm of 
this Court and your purpose is to 
advise and assist the Court in de­ 
termining whether the laws are 
being properly enforced. You oper­ 
ate as an 
independent 
body 
in 
your purpose is to advise and as­ 
sist the Court in determining whe­ 
ther the laws are being properly 
enforced. You operate as an inde­ 
pendent body in your investiga­ 
tion and the Court’s only function 
is to direct your formation, admin­ 
ister your oath, and to assist you 
In an advinistrative capacity. The 
Court will appoint one of your 
number as Foreman. You will se­ 
lect one of your number as Clerk 
to preserve minutes of your pro­ 
ceedings 
and 
of 
the 
evidence 
brought before you. It is the duty 
of the Court to instruct the Grand 
Jury as to its duties and the me­ 
thod of performing them. 
This, Gentlemen of the Grand 
Jury, is what is known as the ge­ 
neral charge by the Court to you. 
The m atters covered by this char­ 
ge are all inclusive, and not in­ 
tended to limit your investigation 
in any manner. You should inves­ 
tigate all matters, including vio­ 
lations exisiting at the present, if 
any vou find to exist. 
Tile Court charges you to*inves­ 
tigate and return indictments for 
the violation of ail character and 
grades of crime if you find just 
grounds and reasonable cause up­ 
on which to base such indictments. 
You are further charged in the 
words of the Statutes of Missouri, 
to examine the Public Buildings, 
and report on their condition; to 
inouire into violations of game and 
fish laws, the election laws, the 
various liquor laws, make inquiry 
into the failure or refusal of Coun­ 
ty and Municipal officers to do 
their duty, a* provided bv law, to 
make inquiry into any violations 
by County Officers and school of­ 
ficials of law relative to the finan­ 
ces or financial administration of 
the County, and, if proper, return 
indictments in connection there­ 
with. and investigate such other 
violations as the Court may direct. 
Your attention is callet! particular­ 
ly to Sections 49.140; 106 220: 137.-

of the law. The Grand Jury can 
offer helpful aid to the parents and 
authorities 
by 
pointing 
to

causes and remedies as seen from 
an 
objective 
study of the pro­ 
blem. In this connection it is your 
duty, and the duty of the Court, 
to do all that is possible to pre­ 
vent delinquency. 
Rigid enforce­ 
ment of the law by returning in­ 
dictments where there has been a 
crime committed will serve as a 
deterent 
to 
continued 
activities 
causing these infractions. 
You are instructed to make in­ 
vestigation of any and all acts of 
violence 
resulting 
in 
injury 
or 
death of persons where the circum­ 
stances are such that there is a 
posslblity of violations of the law. 
In that connection you are instruct­ 
ed that it is your duty to make a 
thorough and complete investiga­ 
tion aud to call before you all per­ 
sons found to possess or thought 
to 
possess 
information 
thereof. 
You should call all officers and in­ 
dividual* of this and any other 
County who can assist you. The 
facts should be gone into with great 
care, precision, and without fear, 
favor or partiality and also with­ 
out malice, hatred or ill • will. 
You should deal sternly with any 
Ittrson, officer or citizen, where 
you feel that he or she is not be­ 
ing honest and sincere with you. 
No prejudice or attempted protec­ 
tion by any one should be tolerat­ 
ed by you. 
You are instructed that your de­ 
liberations are to be secret; you 
cannot be compelled to disclose 
how any of your number voted or 
what your opinion was on any mat­ 
ter coming before you: you are in­ 
structed that none of you shall dis­ 
close any evidence given before 
you. nor the name of any wit­ 
ness appearing before you; nor 
shall you discbse the fact of any 
indictment 
having 
been 
found 
against any i>erson not in confine­ 
ment until such defendant shall 
have been arrested and taken into 
custody thereon. You are further 
instructed that you cannot be com­ 
pelled to reveal the testimony of 
any witness except when such wit­ 
ness shall be accused of perjury. 
The Prosecuting Attorney shall 
be available to you at all times 
when you desire his services. He 
shall advise you on matters of 
law, assist in the examination of 
witnesses, assist in the drawing of 
Hie indictments and in the prepar­ 
ation of your reixirt, at your re­ 
quest. If an indictment is return­ 
ed the Prosecuting Attorney is re­ 
quired to sign the same after the 
foreman has endorsed it as pro­ 
vided by Statute. 
When you are deliberating

voting, however, the Prosecuting 
Attorney and ail other persons ex­ 
cept members of the Grand Jury 
shall be excluded from your Jury 
Room.

S.S. Benefits 
Go Up Under 
Law Changes 


By Harold F. Kearns) 
(Mgr. Cape Girardeau. Mo., 
S. S. Dist. Office). 


About a million and a half older 
people — the widows, dependent 
widowers, and dependent parents 
of workers who have died — are 
due to receive increased payments 
under the new amendments to the 
social security law. 
The benefits payable to widows 
age 62 or over will be raised about 
IO per cent. Widows eligible for the 
increased payments do not need to 
get in touch with their social secu­ 
rity offices. The increase will be 
added automatically to the checks 
they 
will receive early In Sep­ 
tember. 
Congress 
called this 
increase 
“one of the most needed changes 
in the social security program .” 
Aged widows not only get lower 
benefits than do retired workers, 
but 
they also 
have less 
income 
from other sources than retired 
workers have. 
The average benefit being paid 
to an aged widow early this year 
was $57.80 a month. The yearly in­ 
come for half the women receiving 
widow’s benefits, not counting their 
social security benefits, was less 
than $270 a year. 
Aged dependent widowers and 
some 
aged 
parents of deceased 
workers are also due automatic IO 
j per cent increases with the social 
security checks 
payable to them 
in early Semptember. However an 
increase in a j>arent’s benefit check 
I will be made in those cases w here 
only one parent is receiving bene- 
* fits based on the deceased son’s or 
daughter's work under social secu­ 
rity. Where more than one depend­ 
ent parent receives a parents bene­ 
fit, there will be no increase. 
A number of widows age 62 or 
older are now getting retirem ent 
benefits based on their own work 
under social security. Because of 
the change in the law’ increasing 
widow’s benefits, it is possible that 
(some of these widows now getting 
monthly retirement benefits of less 
than $100 based on their own work 
will be able to qualify for higher 
amounts by applying for the w’id* 
owtfbenefits payable on their Hus­ 
lia nds’accounts. 
A widow now collecting her own 
.etirem ent 
benefit can find out 
whether this change in the law ap­ 
plies to her by asking at her near­ 
est social security office.
